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THE LATE SIR JOSEPH 
PAXTON, 


IN the churchyard of the village of 
Edensor, in Derbyshire, and on the 
same day, Thursday week, in the 
Crystal Palace near London, the 
funeral of Sir Joseph Paxton, gar- 
dener and builder for a great Eng- 
lish Duke, and for the greater 
English wane was duly solem- 
nised, ithin the lordly demesne 
of Chatsworth, one of the highest 
in rank and personally most accom- 
plished of the old and rich nobility 
of this realm, having inherited 
from his predecessor, with the 
ownership of vast estates, and with 
an all but princely title, the ser- 
vices and the friendship of a man 
of genius, the fame of whose works 
has reflected a fresh lustre upon the 
house of his early and constant pa- 
tron, met a few private gentlemen, 
engineers, contractors, authors, ar- 
tists and scientific mn eo the 
secretary and manager of the Crystal 
Palace 0 Company, to lay Sir Joseph 
Paxton in his grave. The Crystal 
Palace at Sydenham—the People’s 
palace in a suburb of this metro- 
polis, created, in a great measure, 
by his taste and skill—was closed 
and silent at the hour when his | 
lifeless body was interred in the | 
beautiful demesne of the wealthy | 
Peer's palace which he had so 
wonderfully adorned, in the Peak 
country of Derbyshire. But when 
the Crystal Palace was opened 
that day, at the unusual hour of 
one in the afternoon, it was con- 
secrated to a special ormance 
of mournful music, in reverent 
sympathy with the feelings of those 
who had attended his obsequies, 
and of his other personal friends, 
as well as in just recognition of his 
claims upon the gratitude of the 
public at large. A marble bust of 
him, inscribed “ Fundator Domiis,” 
has for some months past been 
exhibited in front of the Handel 
Orchestra; and it was suggested 
last week, at the meeting of the 
Crystal Palace Company, that his 
statue, on a conspicuous pedestal, 
should be erected in the centre of 
the nave and transept. The in- 
scription “ Si monumentum queeris, 
circumspice” might bear record of 
Paxton in that glorious edifice as 
fitly as, in St. Paul’s Cathedral, it 
bears witness to the genius of Wren. 

The rey of this Palace 
and of the Exhibition Building in 
Hyde Park, suggested by the 
vious constrestion of the Duke of 
Devonshire’s d conservatory at 
Chatsworth, is familiar to most of 
our readers. The Number of this 
Journal for July 6, 1850, contained 
an Engraving of Mr. Paxton’s de- 
sign for the Exhibition building, 
of cast-iron columns and glass. 
It differed much from the actual 
Crystal Palace in its form, especially in the absence of a transept and 
in the flatness of its three roofs, which rose one above the other, like

width ; .

Lindley as a coadjutor, and which 
proposes to give the history and 
culture of all plants known in 
Britain. But Sir Joseph Paxton’s 
chief performances were less of a 
scientific than of a practical and 
\ executive c . 

In 1854, the year of the com-

alace at Sydenham, Sir Joseph 
Paxton entered the House of 
Commons as member for Coventry. 
He was a sincere Liberal in politicr, 
being one of the original proprietors 
of the Daily News; but it was 
upon matters within the range of 
his own experience as a director of 
great public works and an employer 
of labour that he was most willing 
to give the benefit of his sagacity 
and special knowledge either for 
the information of Parliament or of 
the Government, by whom he was 
frequently consulted. The insti- 
tution of the Army Works Corps, 
during our war in the Crimea, was 
mainly due to Sir Joseph Paxton. 

The Portrait we have engraved 
is considered by his friends the best 
likeness of the man.

THE coroner's jury which sat to inquire into the details of the 
frightful railway accident at Staplehurst has returned a verdict 
of manslaughter against the two subordinate officials, and they 
Lave been committed, and bailed, to await their trial. This ver- 
dict, so far as it goes, will receive the approbation of the public. 
There is no doubt that both Benge, the platelayer, and 
Gallimore, the district inspector, grossly neglected their duty, 
and they have, indeed, virtually admitted the fact. Their 
punishment will, probably, be a severe one, In Benge's case 
the allegation is that he misread the time-bill. The conse- 
quence has been the most distressing casualty, all things con- 
sidered, which we recollect in the history of railway 
travelling. He will, if condemned to a heavy punish- 
ment, say that it is hard to be imprisoned for a long 
term for misreading figures. But the unanswerable answer 
of the English Judge to the man whom he had sentenced 
for horse-stealing will occur to the public. “It is 
bard,” said the culprit, “that I should be hanged for stealing a 
horse.” “You are banged,” said the Judge, “ not for stealing 
a horse, but that horses may not bestolen.” Time-bills must not 
be misread. The case of Gallimore is worse, as he is a person of 
superior intelligence, and is stated to have been in possession of 
power to prevent the line from being disturbed at any time

Princess 
Helena held a Drawingroom at St. James's Palace, an account of 
which is given below. The Princesses returned to the castle at a 
quarter before six o'clock. 

On Wednesday the Queen, accompanied by the members of the 
Royal family, went to Frogmore. The Duke and Duchess de 
trabant visited her Majesty, and remained to luncheon. Prince 
Teck arrived at the castle, and was presented to the Queen by the 
Duke de Brabant.

THE COMING ELECTION, 


WHATEVER may betide politics and parties in the ensuing election, 
it seems to be certain that its main interest will turn on the personal 
changes in the representation which it will produce. In numerous 
instances constituencies and members are parting company, generally 
with civility on both sides; while, as it were, with Parliamentary 
fickleness, the latter are wooing new suffrages and the former enjoy- 
ing the pleasure of being wooed by new voices. So far as any rough 
calculation can be made, founded upon apparent chances, the number 
of new men will not be particularly large ; but there will be a con- 
siderable number of old men in new places. The recent records of 
electioneering contain accounts of some new movements. For 
instance, there are decidedly new phases in the candidatures 
for some of the metropolitan boroughs. Notably, in the 
city of London a decided step has been taken by the Con- 
servative party to contest two of the seats. Simultaneously 
addresses have been issued by Mr. Lyall, the present member for 
Whitehaven (which he leaves as a legacy to Mr. Cavendish Bentinck, 
now one of the representatives of Taunton, who must be supposed to 
have secured the Lowther interest in that borough), and Mr. R. N. 
Fowler, a London banker, who has for a long time been simmering in 
the cauldron of Conservative candidature. Some claim is founded on 


| Mr, Lyall’s behalf in the fact that his father represented the City some 
| years ago; and of course his experience as a member of the house, 
| where he has been, if not distinguished, well known for the last eight 


years or so, is so much in his 
that the City, in order to be duly represented, ought to have 
one Conservative member; and that was the state of things 
during the long period in which Mr. Masterman occupied a seat.

One has heard of the power of 
Mr. Maudslay’s workmen to turn a contested election in Lambeth ; 
and their march in a body to the hustings is always an event on the 
day of polling. Although it is believed that these voters are left 
wholly to their own devices as to voting, it needs no ghost to tell how 
they will poll if such an event as has been mentioned should come to 
pass. An elector of Finsbury plaintively tells of the embarrassment 
which he and co-thinkers with him are placed by the plethora 
of Liberal candidates for that borough, there being no less than 
five of them, each fighting for his own hand. Looking

legal office, several of whom have attained those objects of ambition 
which would have awaited him. By an obvious chain of recol- 
lection, one recurs to the Solicitor-General, who, in con- 
junction with Mr. Morrison, the other sitting member, is re- 
curing to the favour of the neighbouring borough of Plymouth, 
and whom at present no one gainsays; and as one is speaking of 
dockyard boroughs, it may be in place to tell how, at Portsmouth, the 
seat which Sir Francis Baring renders, is sought by a Conservative 
scion of the noble house of Bruce, with whom Sir James Elphinstone, 
most stalwart of naval reformers and of men, stands the brunt of the 
attack of Mr. Stone and Serjeant Gaselee, who, the latter at least, are 
Radicals, if anything. Having got amongst nautical members, 
it is only apt to allude to Sir John Hay, who caught Wake- 
field in a penitential mood at the moment when the fran- 
chise was restored to her after a long period of suspen- 
sion, and persuaded her that the retrieving of her character 
could only be attained by adopting genteel Conservatism in her 
representation. Now, however, it would seem that Mr. C. H. Leatbam, 
who was the member in whose name the indictment for corruption 
against the borough was laid, is of opinion that the penance he and 
the constituency have gone through has achieved their lustration, so 
far as to justify an effort to re-assert Liberalism at the coming 
election ; so a contest is imminent. Who is Mr. Probyn, who has 
dared to threaten Mr. Roebuck’s seat, at Sheffield? Wherever Mr. 
Probyn may be on the poll, his worst enemies could wish him no hotter 
lace than that he will occupy on the hustings in antagonism to 

r. Roebuck. 

There has not been so much prominency given to the circumstance 
that the second son of Lord Derby is about to be launched into 
political life was given in the great Amberley and Gladstone 
cases; but it is to be noticed that a third neophyte of that class is 
seeking the suffrages of the electors of Preston, a place where at one 
time the name of Stanley was all powerful, and where it is said 
that a reaction in favour of the claims of that family has takea 
place, At any rate, Mr. Arthur Stanley seeks to establish 
Conservative unity in the representation, in conjunction with 
Sir Thomas Hesketh, one of the present members, and threatens 
the Liberal interest as it is maintained by Mr. Grenfell, the other 
member. Something has been said of Sir John Shelley, who, as 
unattached pretendant to Parliamentary honours, seems to be held 
ready to be popped in any constituency that is supposed to desire to 

yush out a Tory. The programme for the southern division of the 
Vest Riding of Yorkshire has been issued, and it declares that a 
regular equare-sided contest is to be carried on between Mr. Spencer 
Stanhope and Mr. C. Beckett Denison for the Conservatives, and Sir 
John Ramsden and Hon. C, W. Fitzwilliam for the Liberals. The former 
as all the political world knows, asks for a section of the West 
Riding, for the whole of which he has sat for some time; while the 
latter, reviving recollections of the great family contests for Yorkshire, 
leaves his quiet retreat in the snug borough of Malton for the chances 
and struggles of a county election, where parties are distinctly pitted 
against each other.

VISIT OF THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON TO ALGERIA. 


Tue journey of the Emperor southward from Constantine to Batna, 
and thence. passing the rocky borders of the Sahara desert, as far as 
the oasis of Biskara, presented several incidents of a picturesque cha- 
racter; which our Special Artist, M. Mariani, attending all the mov.- 
ments of the Imperial traveller, has taken care to illustrate, as is 
He writes to us as follows :— 

“ After leaving Constantine, our road lay through a wild and 
is Majesty had 
accepted an invitation to the banquet, or diffa, offered him by an 
Arab chief, named Bou-Lakas-Ben-Gannah, on the road near Melila, 
A tent of camel's hair had been erected, and carpets laid upon the 
ground within, for the reception of the Imperial guest. The staple of 
an Arab feast is always the ‘ous-hous, a mess of flour cooked with 
slices of mutton or of poultry, but all so highly seasoned that I have 
never been able to eat a bit. The enormons dishes of this kous-kons were 


| brought and placed just outside the tent, covered with napkins and silk 


handkerchiefs. Close by stood a sort of tripod, formed of three 
poles joined at the top, upon which were impaled as many sheep roasted 
whole, and these were cut up very dextrously and the fragments 
brought to table as fast as they were wanted. The Emperor, I 
observed, was not able to accommodate himself to the Arab fashion of 
sitting upon the ground, but sat upon a chair—the only person who 
did ec—during the repast, while his host, the chieftain = Lakas, 
remained standing, and holding a splendid ewer, full of fresh water, 
which he poured out for the Emperor's drink. A little to the right 
hand of this tent was another smaller tent, of linen and damask, in 
which a couch had been yn for his Majesty to re on a 
few minutes after dinner. He stayed about two hours at Melila, and 
saw the warlike exercises or sports of the Arab cavalry, some 
thousands of whom were assembled to do him honour. My next 
Sketch gives a view of the town of Batna, where the Emperor arrived 
in his carriage about six o'clock that evening. The Arabic name of 
this town signifies “ The Bivouac ;” but the quarter inhabited by the 
French, which appears towards the right hand, with a loop-holed 
wall inclosing the barracks, has been built since the expedition to 
Biskara in Pokcuney, 1844, and is the head-quarters of a subdivision 
of the military administration of Algeria. The native mosque, 
with trees behind it, is seen more to the left. In the foreground are 
a number of Arab horsemen galloping to and fro, discharging their 
muskets and performing various feats of skill or agility—callei here 
a ‘fantasia '—for the entertainment of the Emperor on his approach. 
On the extreme right is the road which leads to Lambessa ; and the 
subject of my next sketch is the Emperor's visit to the ruins of the 
Roman city of that name. I have chosen the moment when the 
Emperor was examining the Pretoriam, or Palace of the Roman 
Legate, which has been kept as a museum for the reception 
of the ancient sculptures found at Lambessa. On the right 
you will see the 
modern French prison, or penitentiary, in which several political 
offenders have been confi since the revolution of 1848, rains 
of ancient Lambessa are rather amet omens a site of 2600 
metres in length by 1800 metres in width. It was a town of some 
importance, having founded, about the commencement of the 
Christian era, to be the head-quarters of the 3rd Legion, employed to 
hold the Numidians in subjection. The Emperor Napoleon started 
again for Biskara very early next morning, by a path still more 
ragged than before. Here the signs of cultivation became more 
scarce, and wide tracts of barren sand were frequently encountered, 
where the only tion we could see was that of the oleander 
plants, growing in the beds of the stream and poisoning the water as 
it fows. A caravanserai, or a fortified post, where marching troeps 
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or peaceful travellers alike may find refuge, is here and there to be met 
with upon the way, which bears traces of an old Romanroad. Suddenly, 
as we reach the bridge of El Kantara, after passing along a sort of 
cornice cut in the side of the river bank, the rocks and mountains are 
left behind. This bridge, a single arch ten metres in span, was built 
by the Romans, and is still in good preservation. Shortly afterwards 
we enter the oasis, having already discerned its palm-trees afar off, 
and we alight at the caravanserai of El Kantara, which is distant 179 
kilometres from the city of Constantine. One of my sketches gives a 
view of this place, On the left hand you see a relay of horses, await-

ing the Emperor’s arrival ; beyond, and on the right, are the huts of 
the Arabs, beneath’ the.shade of palms. We are ere quite in the 
desert. The surrounding country is a vast bed of sand, tossed and 
tumbled into innumerable billows and strewn with boulders, amongst 
which are to be found some shells. As we proceed farther we find no 
longer a road, but we follow the course of the streams, A few ruined 
buildings are within sight, or we meet an Arab family, with 
the women and children riding upon camels, going to change 
their abode. So we come to El Outaia, the second oasis, 
and thence we go on till we ascend the Col de Sia, the highest ground

in this part ot the country, from which at last we obtain a view of 
the unbounded expanse of the immense Sahara. I have tried to give 
you an idea of the aspect of this place. On the right hand is M. de 
Verditre, the Aide-de-Camp, coming up to announce that the Emperor 
will be here at six o'clock. Far away, far beyond the horizon, 
stretches, like the open sea, an endless plain of sand, which has really 
a bluish tinge, perhaps from the salt of the lakes which once filled 
much of its space. To the left you may perceive the beginning of the 
Oasis of Biskara; and a caravan of camels, winding beneath the 


| mountain, completes this piece of African scenery.”

On the whole, there have been very good Houses, and considerable 
iduity has been displayed during the sittings of the Commons; 
the Lords, having their table piled up with business, proceed in 
their usual nonchalant fashion to get throngh it, in what may be 
called a pitchfork style. If there is any obstruction it is levelled very 
soon by a consentaneousness of feeling amongst their Lordships not 
to be bored after seven o'clock ; while in cases where bills are practi- 
cally unopposed the operation of getting through them is akin to that 
of turning the cock of a cistern and letting the water flow until the 
reservoir is, for the time, exhausted. The House of Peers never 
seems so much at its ease as when it has thirty or forty bills on the 
paper of the evening. jut, after all, registration is not a 
difficult or a lengthy process. In the Commons many of 
the old subjects of the Session have cropped up again, and 
been discussed with bated vigour, of course; notably, the malt tax, 
A curiosity of Parliament, too, has here and 
there turned up; witness the singular process to which the Law 
of Evidence Bill—a scheme of Sir F. Kelly to allow parties in divorce, 
breach of promise, and other cases to be witnesses—was subjected. It 
was certainly an original proceeding to behold clause after clause of the 
measure elaborately discussed, members putting out their powers of 
argument, sarcasm, and humour, and exercising their ingenuity to frame 
amendments ; and, as each clause in its regenerated condition was put 
as a part of the bill, to have a motion made to strike it out, which was 
regularly carried. As this amputation went on, it was clear that in the 
end the measure would be reduced to its preamble,and present the 
spectacle of a bill without enactments, So Sir F. Kelly took the hint 
which had been so broadly given, and thrust it into that invisible 
waste-basket, which this year must have had its capacities 
severely tested. During the last dying throes of the Estimates, 
spasmodic reaction arose. The subject being dockyards, Mr. Seely (of 
whom it is said that during a severe fit of sea-sickness last year, on board 
a yacht he had recently purchased, he vowed that he would make 
1imself thoroughly acquainted with naval matters, in the hope that, 
with knowledge of seagoing things, he should, as sailors do, acquire 
seageing stomachic strength) went in, for the fourth time, with his 
stupendous array of statistics and figures, and reproduced his famous 
indictment against the Wasp sloop, which cost four times as much to 
repair as could have bought her out and out from a contractor. The 
hon. naval reformer’s manner had much changed since his previous 
dissertations on this theme ; for he was not merely persistent and steady 
in the production of his case, but he was sufficiently loud in voice 
and confident in demeanour, “ which were not so before.” With the aid 
of Mr. Bright, who for once thought an Estimate occasion worthy of 
lis intervention, quite a little debate was got up, and Lord Clarence 
’aget was angry and made false moves, and the Government got 
lefeated by a majority of 2, the effect of which would have been to 
prevent their going into Committee of Supply that night. So 
there was a technical device adopted, and talking against time, which 
the victors in the first division, not perceiving what was going on, 
assisted to prolong, amidst the secret hilarity of the Treasury bench, 
until sufficient hack votes were provided to set things into the 
Ministerial groove again. The result of these two divisions was 
curious. It would be in vain to endeavour to explain to those who are 
not well versed in the technical forms of the House how it happened, 
but it must be accepted as a statement that the position to which 
things had been reduced was that the only question before the 
House which could be discussed or voted upon was the monosyllable 
“that ;” and it was only when the next motion on the paper was 
tacked on it that Legislative action rose beyond such a practical 
abeurdity. 

W kat is to be said of Mr. Berkeley and the ballot? The novelties 
of the occasion were that the motion was brought on at a late instead 
of an early hour; that the mover was more grim than humorous,

This motion has been growing more shadowy and unreal every year, 
and this time its unreality may be said to have culminated. 

It reeds no very close observation to detect an electioneering spirit 
in all the proceedings of the House of Commons, and her Majesty's 
Government are by no means exempt—if they, of all people, could be 
expected to be exempt—from the influence. The treatment, from a 
soothing point of view, which Irish members, and through them Irish 
constituencies and the directors of Irish constituencies, have received, 
and the effect of that treatment, were singularly illustrated in the 
motion of The O’Donoghue with reference to a charter for the Roman 
Catholic University, and still more in the speech with which he 
introduced the motion. In the first place, the motion was not mandatory 
or defiant in its terms, asked nothing directly, and was in a sense 
humble in tone. Then the speech: there was not a trace of the out- 
raged patriot, or the crushed-down Irishman who declined to be 
crushed down, or the fierco denunciator of the wrongs of Ireland, or 
any of the signs and symptoms of the ideal of an Irish demagogue, which 
have sometimes att to The O'Donoghue. On the contrary, there 
was a gentleman par excellence, with a quiet though impressive manner, 
in well-chosen language and nicely-balanced sentences, expressing a 
sense of the disposition displayed by Government and Parliament to 
do justice to Ireland, stating the case he had to bring forward with 
singular fairness, and yet giving it all the necessary force, so that 
everyone who was not convinced was conciliated, and those who were 
ready before to concede were pleasantly justified in their convictions. 
‘The epeech, so nearly if not altogether perfect, gave the tone to the 
debate, and especially warranted the terms in which Sir George Grey, 
and still more Mr. Gladstone, dealt with the question. The polic 
indicated on this occasion, and that adopted on the Roman Catholic 
Oath Bil, must go far to set the Government in a pleasant light 
before the Irish constituencies in the coming election,

Women’s Property (Ireland), the Pilotage Order Confirmation, the Common 
Law Courts (Fees), the Local Government Supplemental (No. 3), the Dogs 
Regulation (Ireland), the Courts of Justice Concentration (Site), the Courts of 
Justice Building, the Militia Ballots Suspension, the Militia Pay, and a 
number of private bills. 

Earl Rusgg)! stated, in reply to Lord Brougham, that there was a greater dis- 
position on The part of Spain to co-operate with this country in repressing the 
slavetrade; and, now that there was every probability of the United States 
acting energetically with us in putting down this traffic, he hoped their 
efforts would not be without success. Lord Brougham spoke in highly 
eulogistic terms of the conduct of the United States with regard to this im- 
portant subject. 

Lord St. Leonards moved the second reading of the Railway Passengers 
Bill, the object of which was to prevent railway companies from locking both 
dcors of passenger-carriages. This bill is probably the shortest of the Session. 
It has no recital, and runs thus :—* Be it enacted by, &c. (the regular words, 
of course), from and after the 18th of July next, it shall not be lawful to lock 
both the doors of any railway-carriage while any passenger is within it.” A 
discussion followed, in which it was urged by several Peers that the measure 
was an unnecessary intermeddling with the business of railway, companies. 
Eventually the bill was withdrawn.

* The report of the Greenwich Hospital Bill was received after a | 
versation, and the bill was ordered for a third reading. 

The Crown Suits, &c., Bill, the Kingston Harbour Bill, 
Commission (Superannuation Allowance) Bill, and the Pheasant 
Bill were read a third time and passed. 

The order for the third reading of the Sugar Duties and Drawbacks Bills 
was discharged, and the bill was recommitted. Certain amendments having 
been inserted, the bill was read a third time and passed. 

The Serjeant-at-Arms informed the Speaker that George Morris Mitchell, 
for whose apprehension an order had been made by the House on June 2, had 
been apprehended that day, and was now in his custody. 

On consideration of the Malt Duty Bill, as amended, a clause was intro- 
duced on the motion of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, providing that 
grain making into malt may be sprinkled at the expiration of ninety hours 
after being emptied from the cistern, and substituting Sept. | for Oct. | for 
the commencement of the Act. 

Colonel Dunne having called attention to the state of the ancient records of 
Ireland, Mr. F. Peel briefly explained the steps which had been taken for 
their preservation and publication. 

Mr. Hubbard adverted to the treaty recently contracted with the German 
Zoliverein, and moved for papers. Mr. M. Gibson replied with some minute- 
ness to the arguments advanced by the last speaker, expressing an opinion 
that England had received quite as much benefit through the treaty as Italy, 
or France, or any other nation. The papers would be laid on the table as soon 
as the arrangements were completed. 

Mr. Cardwell laid upon the table some papers giving the result of the nego- 
tiations between the Government and the Canadian delegates. Briefly stated 
those results are, that the Government approve of the confederation scheme, 
and will five every assistance in carrying it out ; that the Government will 
recommend the guarantee of a loafi for the carrying out by Canada of the 
fortifications recommended by Colonel Jervois, and will provide the necessary 
armament so soon as the Provincial Legislature had expressed its opinion on the 
matter ; that the Government will do all it can to procure a renewal of the 
Reciprocity Treaty ; that the Government will recommand the guaranteeing 
of a loan to pay the indemnity to the Hudson's Bay Company for the North 
Western Territory, which is to be made over to Canatla; and, finally, the 
Government gives assurances of its desire to assist Canada as far as possible. 

SUPPLY. 

The House went into Committee of Supply, and agreed to votes for the Post 
Office packet service, the Office of Works, and Landguard Point Works. 

Mr. COWPER, in moving a supplemental vote of £20,000 for the enlarge- 
ment of the National Gallery, explained that the amount asked for was in- 
tended for the purchase of that portion of the space in the rear of the gallery 
which was now occupied by 8t. Martin's Workhouse, Archbishop Tenayson's 
Library, and the parochial offices and schools. By agreeing to the vote all the 
Committee would do was to express an opinion that the National Gallery 
cught to be retained in Trafalgar-square, and this proposition had already 
received the sanction of the House. 

Lord ELCHO advocated reconstruction of the National Gallery, in order 
that a fireproof building might be erected in its stead, which could be lighted 
by gas at night, so that the working classes might be enabled to see the 

ictures, 

. Mr. TITE thought it would have been far more satisfactory if Mr. Cowper 
bad placed an estimate on the table showing the cost of the site and of the 
new building. He warned the House against dealing with such a subject in 
a narrow spirit, and reminded them that South Kensington began with a 
modest vote of £10,000, which had subsequently swelled into £120,000 per 
annum. 

Sir G. BOWYER reprobated patching up the present building, and recom- 
mended that not a stone of so hideous a pile should be allowed to stand 
upon another. He hoped there was no intention to pull down Burlington 
Honse. 

Mr. LOCKE took the same view, characterising the present building as a 
national disgrace. 

Mr. H. D. SEYMOUR commented upon the necessity of not only raising a 
new building worthy of the finest site in Europe, but that of making proper 
approaches to it. 

Mr. COWPER explained that the Government had no desire to interfere in 
any way with Burlington House, now that Parliament had condemned the 
proposition to build the National Gallery on its site.

CLERICAL SUBSCRIPTION BILL. 

Sir G. GREY, in moving the second reading of this bill, stated that its 
object was to carry out the report of the Royal Commission, which had been 
presided over by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and he trusted that the House 
would sanction a measure which was founded upon a report that had beea 
prepared with so much care. 

Mr. WHITESIDE contended that the bill before the House affected the 
Chureh of Ireland equally with the Church of England, and considered 
that the dignitaries of both Churches ought to have been consulted before a 
new canon of the Church was made by Parliament on the recommendation 
of the Convocation of Canterbury and York. 

Mr. BRISCOE saw no reason why the consciences of the clergy should be 
relieved by oaths, whilst in their clerical capacity they were obliged to per 
form ceremonies and advocate doctrines to which they seriously and positively 
objected to subscribe. As he did not undertand the nature of the bill, he 
should abstain from voting upon it. 

Mr. LEFEVRE entertained objections to the proceedings of Convocation, as 
he did not consider them a legally-constituted body ; and he could not under 
stand upon what principle the debates in those assembiies should be quoted 
authoritatively in Parliament. 

Mr. HADFIFLD entered into the early history of the Church and the cause 
and progress of Dissent, stating his belief that at the present moment there 
were many errors in doctrine and that many young persons imbibed [false 
principles from the teaching of the Church of England. He would not oppose 
the bill, becaused he desired that every tender conscience should be relieved 
frcm the burden of subecription. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL went at length into the reasons for supporting 
the bill, which, he submitted, was greatly needed, and, instead of injuring, 
would benefit the Established Church. The hon. and learned gentieman 
explained the reasons why permission had not been given to the revival of 
the trish Convocation in company with the English Convocation. With re 
spect to Convocation itself, he contended that it was a body whose action was 
useful and salutary. 

After some further discussion, in which Sir W. Heathcote, Mr. Lefroy, and 
Mr. D. Griffith took part, the bill was read a second time. 

The Colonial Governors (Retiring Pensions) Bill passed through Committee. 

On the motion for the second reading of the Appropriation Bill, Mr. 
Hennessy called attention to the inadequate salaries and superannuation of 
the outdoor officers of Customs, and asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether he has recently taken any steps to remedy the grievances 
under which those officers labour.—The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
deprecated the unusual proceeding of the hon. gentieman in raising a 
question pointing in the direction of further taxation upon the 
motion for the second reading of the Appropriation Bill. the could 
inform the hon. member that, as long as he was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, he would never be induced to yieldto Parliamentary pressure that 
which he did not consider right or proper.

If anything goes wrong 
with Gladiateur, who has been spending nearly a fortnight in France 
since the race for Le Grand Prix, Breadalbane’s St. Leger chances seem 
“resy” enough. Fille de l’Air’s defeat for the Ascot oe | and her 
position in the Alexandra Plate next day hardly seemed to tally, 
and all explanations are very complicated, owing to Baragah being so 
close up with Ely in the Triennial. The settling was easy; and a 
new French favourite for next year’s Derby has sprung up in Auguste 
by Monarque. The Liverpool meeting was a mere two-days’ shadow 
of old General Chassé and Charles XII. times, and even the Croxteth 
party were absent. Caller Ou carried off the Queen's Plate so easil 
that she became a good favourite for the Northumberland Plate, which 
she won in 1863-4, If she does win it next week she will come in for 
an ovation such as only Bob Chambers receives, despite the intense 
difficulty experienced by the county in pronouncing her name. Seven 
went for the Liverpool Cup, and Chibisa gave 91b. and just beat 
Gretna in a half-mile race. It is said that a spring meeting is to be 
held at Ascot and two summer ones at Windsor next year. 1€ expe- 
riment of another Ascot meeting was tried a few years since, and it 
proved a failure.

Mr, Merry bought only 
one, a thousand-guinea colt by Dundee, and Mr. Robinson put some 
of his Vase money into an 1100-guinea St. Albans colt. us four 
colts averaged 1150 gs. in one afternoon, and of these the couple of 
one-thousand-guinea ones were knocked down in succession, me 
more of the Diss yearlings came up to Tattersalls’, but the eighteen 
only made 2000 gs. A black Vedette colt, 520 gs., was the top price 
of the day. 

The Royal London Yacht Club ocean-match was won, on Saturday, 
by Messrs. W. and G. Gordon's Niobe, 40 tons, and Mr. George 
— Alarm, 248 tons, was second. Mr. Kennard's Christabel 
and Lord Alfred Paget's Zantha received tho two £10 notes. Niobe 
also won the cutter match on Tuesday, by twenty-nine minutes, 
from Mr. Maudslay’s Volante. The Royal Thames Yacht Club's third 
regatta of the season came off on Monday, Gravesend being the 
starting-place and goal. Mr. Johnson’s Glance won the first cutter 
prize; but, there being a dead heat between Christabel and Vindex, 
the second prize was reserved, The first-class schooner prize was 
canied off by Mr. Wilkinson's Gloriana; the second-class schooner 
prize by Mr. Edwards's Intrigue. 

The M.C.C. and Ground (for whom the Rev. E. T. Drake and 
Grundy each played a great innings) beat Cambridge University in 
their return match, by 244 runs at Lord's ; and the latter had also to 
succumb to Surrey by 101, Kent and Sussex have had a fine match, 
which the former won by three wickets.

From the = he went 
with the Suffield pack, for three or four seasons, into Berwickshire ; 
and when Mr. Robertson gave up hounds he engaged himself, we 
believe, to the Bramham Moor. He was a good judge and breeder of 
hounds ; and, although quite the heavy-weight huntsman of the day, 
thanks to good horses and horsemans ip, he could always hold his 
own in a fast thing. No man dies more lamented, both by his master, 
Mr. George Lane Fox, and the members of the hunt generally.

Two large photographic views of Epsom and Ascot Races were 
taken by Mr. Herbert Watkins, of Regent-street, and will preserve a most 
accurate representation of each of those memorable scenes this year. The 
one shows the aspect of the course at the moment of the start for the Derby ; 
the other is a view of the Grand Stand, Royal Stand, and the Earl of 
Beesborough’s Stand at Ascot, thronged with fashionable people. 


For the encouragement of part-singing and other perform- 
ances of sacred music in the domestic circle, an excellent collection of 
original pieces, composed by Messrs. Rudolf Schachner, Macfarren, Benedict, 
Bornett, and others, has compiled, with some of his own, by Mr. 
Frederick Westlake, Associate of the Royal Academy of Music. It is caiculated 
to be most serviceable to families which cultivate this graceful accomplish- 
ment for the solace of their Sunday evenings at home. 


The Bengal Hurkaru says that some ancient native coins 
have been found upon the Soonderbun. They are in good preservation, and 
in weight something more than the current rupee. On the obverse side are 
the words, “ The most powerful sovereign, Ghias-ood-dunnya-wa-ood-deen, 
the victorious Balban, the Sultan ;” and on the reverse the words are “ The 
Imam ool Mustassem, commander of the Faithful.” Ghias-ood-deen was the 
tenth Monarch of the Pathan dynasty. 


The Journal de Genére gives an account of some antiquities 
which have been temporarily exhibited in the Academical Museum of that 
city. They consist of three bronze tripods of Roman origin recently found by 
a peasant while digging in a field at Lyaud, near Thonon (Haute-Savoie), and 
purchased for a tritiing sum by M. Griollet, who intends to present them to 
the museum of the Louvre. Two of the tripods are fine specimens of a model 
hitherto unknown. The three legs are terminated by human heads and con- 
nected by bronze bands with rings at the end, which slide up and down the 
legs, and allow them to be opened more or less. From the elaborate execution 
of these tripods, it is probable that they belong to the first or second century 
of the empire. The third tripod is made on a different principle. Instead of 
sliding rings to raise or lower the brazier, the latter is fixed to an upright 
stem by a socket which slides up and down and fastens at any height with a 
wedge. The legs of the tri are connected horizontally by a Y-shaped piece 
of bronze ingeniously articulated, so that the whole can be folded up to 
occupy & very small space. Many tripods like the first two may be seen in the 
museum at Naples, but nowe at all resembling the third. Near the same spot 
were also discovered a small bronze bas-relief; a stone trough, apparently 
used to receive the blood of the victims sacrificed ; and a number of bones. — 


A return has been made to Parliament giving full informa- 
tion respecting the measurement, draught, tonnage, material, principle, and 
cost of the iron-plated ships and batteries already built, in course of building, 
or proposed to be built. Of the twenty-six vessels afloat, nine are not com- 
pleted, four are designed according to Captain Coles's cupola plan, and seven 
according to Mr. Reed's plan. There are two others, designed on Mr. Reed's 
plan, on the stocks; and one other, the Penelope, not yet begun. There are 
two others, iron vessels, being built—on neither Captain Coles’s nor Mr. 
Reed's plan, the Northumberland and the Waterwitch ; and ene other, the 
Hercules, is proposed, but the plans are not yet completed, as they depend 
upon experiments now going on at Shoeburyness. There are five floating 
batteries, three of wood and two of iron ; but these were all launched during 
1855 or 1856.——-On Monday a return, moved for by Mr. Laird, was issued, 
showing that there are twelve non-armour-plated vessels of war building or 
ordered to be built in the year 1865. Five of these have already been 
launched, two are to be launched in September next, one in December, one in 
March of next year, and the date of the launch of three cannot be fixed with 
certainty. The cost of hulls up to March last was £139,370, and the estimated 
expenditure on hulls up to next March is £154,080. 


THE LATE Mr, WATERTON.—Our notice of the death of 
Mr. Charles Waterton has brought us a communication from Mr. Frederick 
Verbeke, formerly of British Guiana, who was well acquainted with Mr. 
Waterton at the time of his Seuth American travels, forty years ago. Mr. 
Verbeke wishes to bear testimony to the truth of Mr. Waterton’s story of his 
ride upon the alligator’s back. He says :—‘ 1 know as a fact that he did so 
mount on the back of a living alligator. He told me the circumstance himself, 
and he was a man of exact truth. Moreover, two or three years subsequent to 
the occurrence, I was travelling in the Upper Essequibo River, where, falling 
in with an intelligent half-caste Indian, who had been the steersman of 
Waterton’s canoe, he confirmed the truth of the statement, he himself being 
present at the capture. Waterton had desired to obtain a good specimen of 
an alligator, or, as there called, a ‘cayman,’ without being injured by its 
struggles in landing. The cayman was caught, and completely gagged with 
two hard wood cross sticks, so that it could not injure anyone with its bite; 
the only fear, then, was the power of its tail. The reptile was then drawn to 
the edge of the bank, when Waterton entered the water, sprang on its back, 
caught hold of its forefeect and fastened them with a rope over its back ; thus 
it was drawn ashore uninjured. This specimen of a cayman is now in the 
Walton Hall Museum, and has been seen there by thousands of people. I may 
here mention that Waterton was a most expert swimmer, and at that time of 
great muscular strength. He prided himself on these qualities, and was fond 
of exhibiting them. When he journeyed in the woods with the Indians, as he 
did for many months at a time, he lived entirely as they did, on game and 
Caseava bread; he went barefoot, and was clothed with only a coarse biue_ 
check linen shirt, canvas or duck trousers, and a straw or Panama hat.”

THE MAXWELL PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, GLASGOW. 


Tue new church “of the Scottish Established Presbyterian form of 
worship erected at Glasgow, upon a site given by Sir John Maxwell 
of Pollok, was opened about the end of last March. It stands at the 
junction of Pollok-street and Ardgowan-street. The style is Early 
Middle Pointed, the principal front being in Pollok-street. The 
tower, which rises to the height of 140 ft., is at the side, at the imme- 
diate corner of the two above-named streets. The main feature ia 
the front elevation is the four-light centre window over the principal 
doorway, the tracery in the arch-head being of a chaste and elegant 
character. The front doorway arch is supported by columns with 
carved caps and vases, the whole exterior being simple and plain, the 
general effect being gained more by beauty of proportion and outline 
than by richness of carving. The ledge of the roof is surmounted by an 
elegant cresting. There will be a clock with four faces above the belfry, 
and the spire terminates with a handsome gilded vane. The church 
inside is divided into nave and aisles by iron pillars on each side. 
These pillars support the galleries and also the roof. They have 
moulded caps, from which spring arches of perforated woodwork. 
There are five doors to the building. The ceiling being peiy ceiled, 
it was deemed necessary to relieve it with colour. In the centre, 
between the main couples, are pierced centre flowers, designed in cha- 
racter with the building and tastefully ornamented. These will be 
used as ventilating outlets. The walls are tinted of a light salmon 
colour ; the front of the galleries is of an ornamental design, and the 
panels are decorated. The principal features internally are the twe 
windows, the one over the main door and the other over the pulpit. 
The pulpit, or rather platform, is of stained woodwork, the panels 
diapered in gold, on a crimson ground, The small carved caps and 
other carving is hatched in gold. The arcade at the back of the plat- 
form is to be filled in with illuminated texts and the Ten Command- 
ments, The organ will be placed in the — y, and will be divided 
half on each side of the large window, and so designed as to be an 
ornament to the church. The doors are to be covered with crimson 
cloth and ornamental brass hinges. The Maxwell Church is from 
designs by Mr. G. H. O'Donoghue, architect, Glasgow, under whose 
superintendence it has been erected. 








STATUETTE OF THE PRINCE OF WALES, 


In our review of the sculpture at the Royal Academy Exhibition we 
have already given a word of commendation to the statuette of the 
Prince of Wales, which we now engrave. In this excellent little 

rtrait work, his Royal Highness is represented in his uniform as 


‘aptain-General and Colonel of the Hon. Artillery Company—a com- 
mand in which he succeeds his father, the late Prince Consort. The 


statuette has been presented to that distinguished corps of volunteers 
by the Prince, as the shooting-prize for the year 1864, and has been 
won by Corporal Hunt. “ Volunteers” we call them, seeing that the 
members enter and withdraw at will; but the Hon. Artillery Com- 
pany rightly takes of the first regiment of ordinary volun- 
teers (i. e., the Victorias), being the repr tative in direct descent of 
the old train bands of England, and dating, theref long before the 
establishment of a standing army in this country. e may add that 
the artist also has in the Academy Exhibition a case of cameos and a 
bust of Mr. BE.

NEW CHURCH OF SAINT 
BARTHOLOMEW, ISLINGTON. 


TuHE site upon which this church 
has lately been built is in Shep- 
perton-street, New North-road, 
and in the centre of a very poor 
and populous district. The build- 
ing consists of a nave, north 
and south aisles, tower, and spire, 
besides the vestry, with neces- 
sary offices. The church is arranged 
to seat 1000 persons; but, on ac- 
count of the limited extent of the 
site, it was found that accommo- 
dation for this required number 
could not be afforded without the 
introduction of galleries. The west 
front is built of Kentish rag, 
the mouldings, weatherings, and 
dressings being of Bath stone. It 
is fenced off from the road by 
means of a dwarf wall, surmounted by a wrought-iron railing. The 
spire rises to a height of about 110 ft. from the pavement. The 
western doorway is divided into two openings, and the tympanum is 
decorated with tracery and carving, the centre medallion containing a 
head of Saint Bartholomew ; the doors open into a porch the whole 
width of the nave. The entrances in the tower and at the west end 
of the south aisle open also into porches, which contain the gallery 
staircases. The nave is 70ft. long, 21 ft.6in. broad, and 50 ft. 
high to the ridge. It is divided from the aisles on each 
side by an arcade of five arches. The columns and the 
arches, which are moulded, are of Bath stone; the capitals to the 
columns and to the responds are all of Caen stone, and carved (by Mr. 
Robinson), each capital varying in design and embracing studies of 
natural foliage—the passion-flower, vine, geranium, maple, and rose, 
being amongst the number. The clerestory windows are circular, and 
filled in with different forms of tracery. he roof is open-timbered, 
and is boarded, and stained and varnished. The principal beams are 
stained darker than the boarding, and are moulded and framed with 
arched braces, and contain open traceried spandrils, which vary in 
each pair. A chancel arrangement is effected by means of a different 
treatment of the eastern bay of the nave ; the roof over it, which rests 
upon a stone cornice, is boarded, and constructed with curved moulded 
- ribs, having carved bosses at their intersections. The principals at the 
ends of this bay are carried by small red marble shafts, the inter- 
mediate ribs resting upon small carved corbels. A brass corona is 
suspended from this roof. The eastern wall is pierced by a five-light 
window, surmounted by a moulded and enriched arch. is window 
is filled in with rw che | glass of geometrical design, from the works 
of Messrs. Lavers and Barraud. The lower portion of the 
reredos is composed of Minton’s majolica tiling; over this 
is an arcade of Caen stone, resting upon marble shafts of 
different colours, having carved capitals. Over the centre space is a 
crocketed canopy, terminating in a jewelled cross. The several com- 
partments are decorated. The floor in the chancel is paved with

encaustic tiles, and is raised above the level of that of the rest of the 
church, The reading-desk, pulpit, and other fittings are of carved 
oak ; the font and the base of the pulpit are of Caen stone, relieved 
with marble shafts. The seats throughout the church are open, and 
are of deal, stained and varnished, oes on the ground floor having 
sloping backs, with fleur-de-lis terminations to the stall ends. The 
aisles are each about 65 ft. in length, 14 ft. 6 in. in width, and 22 ft. 
high to the wall plates ; they are lighted by two tiers of windows, the 
lower ones under the galleries being simple triplets, and those above 
being two-light traceried windows. The glazing throughout the 
building is of tinted cathedral glass, each light being surrounded by a 
border of glass of a rather deeper colour. The galleries, which are kept 
quite distinct from the nave columns, are supported by cast-iron shafts, 
which are decorated in colours and gold he front to the galleries is 
panelled, those panels immediately under the bookboard being of 
pierced tracery. The whole of the works have been carried out, at a 
cost of about £5000, under the superintendence of Mr, Edwin Clare, 
of Guilford-street, by Messrs. Dove, the contractors.

THE HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTION AT BROMPTON. 


WHEN the Queen, one morning in March last, visited the Hospital for 
Consumption and Diseases of the Chest at Brompton, she inspected 
every part of the institution, walking through the wards and kindly 
. ing to the poor patients at their bedsides (one of whom was a 
soldier of Balaklava) ; then examining the kitchens, with their steam- 
cooking apparatus, the store-rooms and larders, and the lifts or hoists 
for raising either persons or stores to the upper floors of the building. 
Her Majesty asked many questions about the internal economy of the 
institution, and expressed her entire approval of all she had . 
Sbe then wrote her name in the visitors’ book, and examined the 
vellum scroll containing the signatures of the lamented Prince Consort 
and of the distinguished visitors who were t at the laying of the 
foundation-stone of the new building by his Royal Highness, on the 
llth of June, 1844. A view of this building forms one of our Ilus- 
trations this week. Its capacity of accommodating patients does not, 
we believe, satisfy the present demand for admission, While the 
latter is steadily increasing year by year, the power of receiving 
patients in the existing building has almost reached its limit. The 
present number of beds (210) includes those extra beds which have been 
- up during the last few winters, to meet the pressure at that season. 
very available space in the wards is thus filled up; and the com- 
mittee, in their last report, spoke of the importance of extending the 
operations of the charity wherever the opportunity is presented. 
is has been effected to some extent by the Manor House Home at 
Chelsea, which accommodates twenty patients ; but there is nowcom- 
menced an effort at extension of a novel character, which, it is 
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believed, will be of great benefit to the patienis, as well as conducive 
to medical science. A proposal has been made, through Dr. Stone, to 
establish—at first experimentally—a sanatorium in Madeira, in direct 
connection with this hospital, the residents in the island having 
liberally offered to provide for twenty male patients during the coming 
winter, on condition that their expenses out and home be paid by 
the hospital. The committee have resolved to accept the offer, feeling 
assured that, with the assistance of the governors and the public, the 
necessary funds will be forthcoming. It is hoped that the experiment, 
if successful, may be repeated with advantage, not only in Madeira, 
but in other suitable climates, both at home and abroad. 

The hospital building, which stands on a square piece of ground 
measuring three acres, fronts the main road. Its width is 200ft., 
with two projecting wings, each of which has a depth of 190 ft.; and 
the quadrangle bet ween is laid out as a garden. e west wing, with 
a part of the ground floor of the central portion of the building, con-

and servants’ hall. In the centre of the middle corridor are the appa- 
ratus-rooms for warming the hospital. The kitchen and sculleries abut 
on the north side of the central corridor, and are built outside the hospital. 
The first floor is devoted exclusively to female patients, except small 
rooms for the chaplain and for each of the two head nurses, and the 
two requisite sculleries, baths, and lavatories. The temperature is the 
same in the galleries as in the wards; patients are therefore able to 
read or work in these well-lighted, roomy corridors without incon- 
venience or exposure, or they may walk when the weather will not 
permit of their going out ; they are also provided with easy couches 





and seats and movable tables formeals, The gallery of the west wing 
is named after her Majesty, the patron of the charity and one of its 
earliest friends, and is called the “ Victoria ig 4 The gallery of 
the east wing is called the “Jenny Lind Gallery,” in testimony 
to the kindness of Mdme. Lind-Goldschmidt, who enabled the com- 
mittee to commence building this wing, now filled with grateful 
patients. The first floor accommodates 103 female patients, The 
arrangements of the second floor are sage 4 the same as those of the 
first floor, the wards being occupied by male patients, for whom there 
are 107 beds. The west gallery is named after H.R.H. the late Prince 
Consort, who laid the foundation-stone of the hospital in 1844, and is 
called the “ Albert Gallery.” The east gallery is named after the 
Rev. Sir Henry Foulis, Bart., at whose expense the chapel was built. 
The breadth of the galleries in both floors is 10 ft., and their height, 
and that of the wards, is 14 ft. The attic floor has comfortable dor- 
mitories for the nurses and servants and in the lower rooms are the

This piece of plate, 
though styled a cup, is neither more nor less than an equestrian 
statuette of Joan of Arc, designed by Mr. Harrison Weir, modelled b 
Mr. W. F. Spencer, and manufactured by Messrs. R. and 8, Garrar 

ldsmiths, of the Haymarket. The truth, grace, and spirit of its 

esign, and the beauty of its workmanship, are apparent at a glance. 

The Queen’s Gold Cup, also manufactured by Messrs. Garrard, but 
designed by Mr. W. Taylor, is a large and finely-chased Elizabethan 
tankard, with an equestrian group on the cover, representing the 
Champion's Challenge.

THE WAR IN BHOOTAN. 


THE Dlustrations we have already published of the operations of our 
field force in Bhootan were contributed by an officer attached to the 
left column, which entered the hostile country, from the frontier sta- 
tion of Julpigoree, by way of the Bala Pass and Buxa Dooars, imme- 
diately to the north of Kooch Behar.

EXHIBITION OF THE BRITISH INSTITUTION. 
DECEASED BRITISH ARTISTS. 
HavinG last week reviewed the works of the “old masters” of the 
Continental schools, it remains to notice the pictures by deceased 
painters of our own school. One of the earlier of our English painters, 
Dobson, was, however, included in the preceding article, because his 
style is closely imitative of Vandyke’s ; and we wished, in examining 
the Flemish painter's works, also to trace his influence upon his 
assistants, copyists, and followers. It has already been said that we 
believe that influence to have been not for good on English

portrait-painting. What it produced, in the hands of Vandyke's 
most popular follower, in the days of the Restoration, and 
under the auspices of a Court such as that of Charles IL, 
is but faintly indicated in the portrait of “Anne, Countess 
of Southesk” (98). Sir Peter Lely’s artificiality and mere- 
triciousness are more conspicuous at Hampton Court and in other 
collections of Royal mistresses. But there is a remarkable picture 
here of earlier date than Vandyke’s advent to this country. We 
allude to “The Cook Maid” (167), a large work painted by Sir 
Nathaniel Bacon, a younger son of Queen Elizabeth’s Lord Keeper and 
half brother to the great philosopher. It represents, on the scale of 


| life, a young woman seated in front of a large dresser covered with 


dead game, of which a swan is the most prominent object. A fowler 


| is dimly seen in the background, and there are some live poultry in 


the foreground. It has been supposed that the woman is a portrait of 
the young second wife of the painter's father; that the title is 
a play upon her maiden name of Cooke; and that the subject 
was suggested by her domestic and culinary habits. The subject, 
however, is a common one among Dutch painters ; and the sound and 
vigorous execution of the work was evidently derived from studies of 
the Dutch and Flemish painters rather than from Italian practice, 


| although this excellent artist travelled into Italy expressly for his 


improvement in painting. Sir Nathaniel was certainly the best 
English painter of his time. His works are little known and not 
numerous, but some are preserved at Culford (where he lived), at 
Gorhambury, and by various branches of his illustrious family, among 
whom must, of course, be numbered Lord Verulam, the exhibitor of 
the work under notice. 

Coming to the great galaxy of English painters of the time 
of Reynolds, we find the principal luminaries shining with no 
uncertain lustre. Sir Joshua himself is represented in two of 
the choicest works of his prime (about 1775)—the “Nymph 
and Child” (97) or Venus and Cupid; and the “Cottina” 
(101), the portrait of Lady Gertrude Fitzpatrick when a child ; both 
contributed by the Right Hon. J. W. Fitzpatrick. 
is the picture that was selected by the Earl of Upper Ossory agreeably 
to Reynolds's will, which directed that this nobleman should have the 
first choice of a picture from those by the painter himself remaining 
at his death; Lord Palmerston, having the second choice, selected 
the “ Infant Academy.” The Nymph and Child is remarkable chiefly 
for its breadth and free handling, its rich creamy impasto, its glowing 
Titanesque glazings, and sound condition. Equally sound, pure, and 
masterly, though with less display of technical qualities, is the 
“ Cottina;” and it is, besides, one of the happiest examples of that rare 
faculty of seizing the subtle traits of childish expression and character 
which the old childless bachelor painter possessed in an unrivalled 
degree. It is —— for words to express the mingling archness 
and shyness in the sweetly innocent expression of the prim little 
maiden in this charming picture. Most of the remaining examples of 
Reynolds are in his earlier, colder, drier, more precise, and com- 
gee thin manner. Among the earliest are the heads of the Hon. 
Mr. and Mrs, Cadogan (120, 121), painted not long after Reynolds's 
first settlement in Teale, and upwards of twenty years before the 
first-named works. A portrait group, interesting as one of the few 
works by Reynolds on a small scale, but a very poor example of his 

wers some few years later, is called in the catalogue “Earl 

adogan,” &c. (147), but is probably —_ identified by a con- 
temporary as the picture painted for Horace Walpole (as mentioned 
in one of his letters to George Montague at the close of 1761), repre- 
senting his friends George Selwyn, the second Lord Edgcumbe, and 
George James Williams.

By James Ward there are two very remarkable pictures, showing the 
range of his power beyond the special limits of animal-painting, in 
which he is almost unrivalled in the English school. The one is a 
scene which was doubtless witnessed by the artist himself, or he could 
hardly have represented it with so vivid and terrible a semblance of 
reality. It is the grim Yorkshire ravine of Gwmdale Scaur in a 
thunderstorm, herds of cattle and deer having collected, according to 
their wont on the approach of a storm, under the crags. The black 
thunder-clouds rolling along the crests overhead have thrown the ravine 
into deep ominous shadow, through which the herds and rocks are faintly 
seen, except one master white bull in the foreground, and the distant 
ledges of limestone, which are lit by faint blue reflections from a flash 
of lightning that, bursting from the cumuli immediately above them, 
make the clouds, by contrast, look almost as ponderous as the rocks 
themselves, There may be some little ration here, and the 
impasto is too es ees but this is a work of true genius. A 
picture of a tiger disturbed over a half-devoured carcass of a young 
antelope by the approach of a prowling lion is very remarkable for its 
conception of the s&vage feline nature and for vigorous execution ; but 
we have seen the painter to greater advantage as regards truth of 
character and anatomical form in some of those numerous and ad- 
mirable studies of the more familiar animals which he has left 
behind. One cannot meet David Roberts among the deceased 
masters (represented by a sketch of the interior of St. Jacques, 
Antwerp) without a certain shock and feeling of regret. 


EXHIBITION OF MINIATURES AT SOUTH KENSINGTON. 


This loan exhibition, which hitherto we have only had space to 
announce, is one of extraordinarily varied, and in some respects 
unique, interest. Never before were assembled in one collection 
three thousand and eighty-one miniatures on ivory, in enamel, 
oil and water colours, chalk and pencil, by all the principal 
miniature-painters from Holbein down to those now living. And 
the average quality of this great collection is surprisingly high. 
The miniatures are exhibited in cases in one of the new galleries, and 
nearly all are placed perpendicularly against the walls, so as to be 
seen with comfort. The instructiveness of the display would, how- 
ever, have been tly increased if the miniatures had been 
arranged chronologically and those ascribed to each artist grouped 
together, and if many of the inferior duplicates of the same person, 
and many weak and doubtful examples by the several painters, had 
been excluded. The oe of collectors to having their treasures 
separated, and other difficulties, seem, however, to have prevented this. 

he interest of a collection of this kind is twofold, historic and 
artistic. Miniatures are often theonly representations of the famous or 
infamous of a former age which have descended to us; and, to show 
how historically interesting are some of these delicate and minute 
paintings, we propose to select a few samples, hoping to have another 
opportunity for a few observations on miniature-painting itself—a 
branch of art in which English artists excelled long before they 
obtained distinction in any other, and which, we trust, is only tem- 
porarily eclipsed by the mechanical nondescript productions—pos- 
sessing neither the beauty of art nor the approximate truth of science 
of coloured photography. 

Here, then, among several repetitions, is a remarkable unfinished 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth's handsome Earl of Essex (1818), from 
which Houbraken executed the fine engraving included in Birch’s 
“ Tilustrious Heads.” Here is the portrait of Charles I. (1064) set in 
the King’s hair dipped in blood on the scaffold, and which belonged 
to John Winckley, who, with the Earl of Derwentwater, was 
executed at ire Castle after the rising of 1715. ‘This heirloom 
of the Shelleys has, —s on the back, the names of the family 
who rose in for the Stuarts in 1745; and it is said that the 
Dowager y Shelley, to whom the relic was bequeathed by her 
father—a Winckley of Brockholes or Larncaster—remembers to have 
worn it, when a child, on some Jacobite anni , about 1790. 
Another interesting miniature of Charles (2240), belonging to Sir 
Philip Egerton, represents the King wearing a beard, which he is 
said to have allowed to grow during the last few months of his life. 
On the reverse is a miniature of the Bishop of London (Juxon), who 
administered to the King tne last sacrament and attended him on the 
scaffold. Then there is a and fine miniature, by Cooper, of 
Charles II. in the robes of Garter, ther with numerous 
“ Jacobite relics ” which it was the fashion of friends of the Stuarts 
to wear about the m; portraits of the Old Pretender and his wife, 
Maria Clementina Sobieski ; and of the young Chevalier, the Countess of 
Albany, and Cardinal York—the three last by Sir Robert Strange ;

CURRENT LITERATURE. 


Our Faithful Ally, the Nizam. By Captain Hastings Fraser. (Smith 
Elder, and Go.) It is sincerely to be hoped and there is no small 
reason to believe that Captain Sener underrates the interest taken by 
Englishmen, whether their views be practical and: in the direction of 
ru or theoretical and in the direction of evangelisation, in Indian 
politics. There is scarcely an English family, one would imagine, 
which has not some stake, whether it be in the form of railway shares 
or the scarcely less important shape of a kinsman, or a kins- 
woman, or a friend, or an acquaintance, in India; and to 
them, if we do not estimate human nature too highly, Indian politics 
must be at least as interesting as entomology; and books on ento- 
mological science command numerous readers. We feel, therefore, 
tolerably confident that Captain Fraser's book will receive, not per- 
haps so much attention as it deserves, but yet no small notice. It is, 
in a manner, a tribute of — to a line of princes, of whom the 
first was Asuph Jah. Of the great rivers of India, south of the 
Ganges, the first is the Mahanuddy; next comes the lordly 
Godavery ; and next to that the Kistnah, on one of the tributaries of 
which is situated Hyderabad, the capital of the Nizams, of whom 
the first ascended the musnud in 1713, as Viceroy of the Imperial 
dominions in the Deccan, when Farokshir, son of Azim Shah, obtained 
the throneof Delhi. The Nizam, who mounted to the musnud 

1857, is Afzul-oo-Dowlah, Knight of the Most Exalted Order 
of the Star of India, In the awful days of the Indian mutiny he was 
“ among the faithless, faithful still ;’ at a time when “the least show 
of illation on his part would have sufficed to set the whole of 
Southern India in a blaze,” he remained stanch; and England, in the 
hour of her dire necessity, had not so many friends that she could 
afford to despise the Nizam. Probably his friendship was based upon 
selfish motives; but there are occasions when it is ungrateful 
to inquire into motives, and Captain Fraser says well that 
“a sense of justice to the Nizam’s Government seemed to demand 
+ + + Some . . . recognition of the faithfulness of his Highness 
to the British alliance.” ptain Fraser has added to his chief 
matter some details “concerning the cultivation of cotton in the 
Valley of Berar,” several explanatory appendices, and a useful glossary. 

The Romance of London. By John Timbs, F.S.A. (Richard 
Bentley.) The indefatigable prince of compilers has once more plied 
his industrious scissors to good purpose, and has produced three 
volumes full of such matter as most pleasantly beguiles a 
rainy day, an odd half hour, ora period of the “blues.” ‘The first 
volume contains Historic Sketches (that is to say, sketches of London 
places of historic interest), Remarkable Duels, Notorious Highway- 
men, and Rogueries, Crimes, and Punishments ; the second, Rogueries, 
Crimes, and Punishments (continued), Love and Marriage, Super- 
natural Stories, and Sights and Shows and Public Amusements ; and 
the third, Sights and Shows and Public Amusements (continued), 
Strange Adventures and Catastrophes, Remarkable Persons, and 
Misotheneews (information, we suppose). It cannot be said that 
many of the anecdotes related are not stale, and it can te 
said that, if the compiler had not confined himself to three 
volumes, a considerable addition might have been made without 
exhausting the stock—taking in modern events— of London romance ; 
but since the days of Richardson and Clarissa Harlowe few persors 
fill more than three volumes with any kind—however prosy—of 
romance ; and Mr. Timbs has the credit of having condensed into his 
three volumes a “ parlous” amount of the gossip which men greedily 
devour,
